Three members of the Garden 
State Numismatic Association 
have been honored by the 
Numismatic Literary Guild for 
outstanding achievement as coin 
writers. 

Harold Flartey, coin columnist 
for the Morr.ctown Daily Record, 
received the 1980 Maurice M. 
Gould Literary Award in his divi¬ 
sion. 

Ed Reiter, coin columnist for the 
New York Times, took top honors 
in two categories in the 1980 NLG 
Writing Awards competition. 

And Elmer Curran, coin colum¬ 
nist for the Asbury Park Press, 
finished in yet another category. 

This is the third time Flartey has 
won the Gould Award for his week¬ 
ly column, “Coins and You”, which 
appears in the Sunday edition of 
the Record. The award, co¬ 
sponsored by the NLG and 
Medallic Art Co., is regarded as the 
most prestigious in the coin 
writing field. Flartey’s column was 
judged best in the nation among 
newspapers with circulations of 
less than 100,000. 

Roger Boye of the Chicago 
Tribune won the 1980 Gould Award 
in the large newspaper category, 
and Ed Rochette was the winner 
among syndicated columnists. 
Rochette, executive vice president 
of the American Numismatic 
Association, writes a weekly col¬ 
umn distributed by the Los 
Angeles Times Syndicate. 

Each recipient of the Gould 
Award receives a large silver 
medal specially struck by Medallic 
Art. In addition, his or her 
newspaper is awarded a plaque in¬ 
corporating a bronze example of 
the same medal. The medal bears

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Dewey descendant dedicated 
to research

It was 1937. The country still 
was struggling to pull itself out of 
the Depression. 

William S. Dewey, now of Man¬ 
chester Township, was a young 
electrical engineer working for Bell 
Telephone of New York. 

Just having a job in those days 
was noteworthy, but Dewey had 
two other things going for him. 

As a descendant of Adm. 
George Dewey, he developed an 
early interest in what was to 
become a. life-long pursuit of 
medals; badges and memorabilia 
connected with the hero of Manila 
Bay. 

He also was librarian and 
curator of the then-fledgling 
American Numismatic Associa¬ 
tion. While Dewey is rightfully 
proud of that early title, he quickly 
adds that the library consisted of a 
few books which he kept in a card¬ 
board box in his home. 

“It sure kept me busy, though” 
he said during an interview in his 
home, “after putting in a full day at

the telephone company. I would 
then have to answer about 15 to 25 
letters a day from collectors and 
get what books we had ready for 
mailing. Keep in mind, it was all 
done just for the fun of it.” 

One of the benefits was that in 
answering collectors’ questions, 
he was forced to study many areas 
of the hobby. Today, he ranks 
among the more knowledgeable 
numismatists around. 

Also, in addition to becoming 
acquainted on a first-name basis 
with some of the men who were to 
become the most presitigious col¬ 
lectors and dealers in the field, the 
early ANA role gave him an insight 
into keeping records and catalog¬ 
ing. 

In looking back over an earlier 
time in collecting, Dewey recalls 
that it was a gentleman’s affair. 
“Collectors would gather from 
time to time to hear scholarly talks 
on coins. No one ever dealt in 
coins at the meetings. That just 
wasn’t done.” 


Dewey shares a kind of fun pain 
with other collectors when he 
reminsces about coins that he 
could have had, but passed up. In 
thumbing through a 1932 catalog, 
he smiles as he points to the sale 
of a 1921 uncirculated Pilgrim 
Tercentenary half dollar that was 
going for 35 cents and an Isabella 
quarter dollar in Extremely Fine 
condition for $1. Today, the Pilgrim 
sells for about $870 in uncirculated 
MS-65 condition and the Isabella, 
about $200 EF. 

Not one to dwell on the past, 
Dewey prefers to push on with new 
adventures, adding from time to 
time to his Admiral Dewey 
memorabilia collection, perhaps 
the most extensive anywhere and 
writing scholarly papers. 

He retired from Bell Telephone 
in 1966 and keeps busy these days 
serving on the Municipal Utilities 
Authority and devoting himself to 
an incredible amount of research 
concerning the currency, wooden 
nickels and tokens of Ocean Coun¬ 
ty- 

He’s completed research for 
papers covering Lakewood’s ties 
to the Bergen Iron Works and Man¬ 
chester Township’s roots with the 
vast holdings and enterprise of the 
William A. Torrey family. He looks 
forward to writing a paper on the 
notes of Ocean County. 

While artists and writers 
sometimes tend to depict those 
who live in an earlier era as simple 
folks, unwise in the way of the 
world, Dewey has dug up a lot of 
information that belies that im¬ 
agery. 

Toms River, for example, was an 
active banking community in the 
mid-and late 19th century, and for 
a very interesting reason. 

New York banks would open 
branches in Toms River to 
discourage customers from 
redeeming bank notes for cash. 
The bankers believed few persons 
would make the trip from New York 
to Toms River - a three day trip -just 
to redeem the notes. Meanwhile, 
the banks were able to retain and 
use the hard cash.

Jersey Casino Chips Circulate In Commerce 
Treasury Warns Against Illegal Use 


(Editor’s Note: Reprinted from

United States currency is no 
longer the only form of “money” 
accepted by many Atlantic City, 
S.J. businesses according to re¬ 
cent press reports. 

With an economy now heavily 
dependent on trade brought in by 
the new gambling casinos, 
restaurants, valet services and 
other businesses are accepting 
casino chips in lieu of cash. 

By law, a chip issued by a casino 
is redeemable at that casino only, 
and at no other. 

What no one in Atlantic City in¬ 
volved in this practice seems to 
realize is that the practice is 
unlawful under federal statute 
which prohibits the passing of 
tokens in commerce. Neither does 
the Treasury Department, it ap¬ 
pears. The Treasury is the official 
watch dog for enforcement of the 
law. 

Since the first legal casinos 
opened in Atlantic City two and a 
half years ago, the chips issued by 
the individual casinos have been 
serving as cash among many of 
the businesses which do a great 
deal of business with the casino 
crowd. Many believe that a barter 
economy, using the chips, is not 
far off for the community. 

“It’s my feeling that eventually 
the banks will accept it as cash,” 
said Miriam Wishkin who was 
quoted in the press recently. Her 
clothes cleaning business has 
been taking in about $100 in 
casino chips every week since the 
casinos went into operation. To 
date, banks have refused to ex¬ 
change dollar bills and lawful cur¬ 
rency for the chips. To do so would 
break the law. 

According to Section 486 of Title 
18 of the U.S. Code, “Whoever, ex¬ 
cept as authorized by law, makes 
to utter or passes, or attempts to 
utter or pass, any coins of gold or 
silver or other metal, or alloys of 
metals, intended for use as current 
money, whether in the resem¬ 
blance of coins of the United 


States or foreign countries, or of 
original design, shall be fined not 
more than $3,000 or imprisoned 
not more than five years, or both.” 

Furthermore section 491, regar¬ 
ding the use of tokens used as 
money states: “Whoever, being of 
18 years of age or over, not lawfully 
authorized, makes, issues, or 
passes any coin, card, token, or 
device in metal, or its compounds, 
intended to be used as 
money...shall be fined not more 
than $1,000, or imprisoned not 
more than one year, or both. 

Despite the clearness of the law, 
Atlantic City businesses continue 
to accept chips as cash. “A chip is 
as good as cash,” Mrs. Wishkin 
said recently. 

However, not all businesses ac¬ 
cept them, although refusal to do 
so doesn’t appear to be based on 
the illegality of the practice, but 
more on the inconvenience of 
cashing in the chips. 

“What would I do with casino 
chips?” said Peter Mitoulis, owner 
of an auto store in West Atlantic 
City, about seven miles from the 
nearest casino. He states that if he 
accepted them, it would be an in¬ 
convenience for him to travel to 
the various casinos and exchange 
them for cash. 

A similar situation arose in the 
early 1960s, when the illegal use of 
trade tokens during community 
celebrations across the country 
prompted the Bureau of the Mint to 
make an official statement. 

In order to clarify the law, then 
Mint Director Eva Adams spelled 
out trade token regulations to Coin 
World, to state the Treasury 
Department stand and end 
widespread confusion which arose 
at that time. 

“The Treasury Department has 
been concerned for some time 
over the increase in the manufac¬ 
turing and issuance of ‘trade 
coins’ in connection with the com¬ 
memoration of certain events and 
the advertisement of commercial 
endeavors,” Mint Director Adams 
said in the April 26, 1963, issue of 
Coin World. 

Continuing, Miss Adams said “it 


is important to note that these 
statutes (486, 491 and others) are 
applicable to ‘coins’ which are of 
original design and not in 
resemblance of coins of the United 
States or other crounties, as well 
as ‘coins’ which are in such 
resemblance.” 

Furthpr clarifying the Treasury 
Department stand, the Mint Direc¬ 
tor told Coin World that “In deter¬ 
mining whether a manufactured 
object is ‘intended for use as cur¬ 
rent money’, it is necessary to 
ascertain such things as the in¬ 
tended use of the coin, whether it 
purports to be redeemable in cash 
or only in trade, if redeemable only 
in trade the number of business 
establishments at which it may be 
redeemed, etc.” 

Adding, “A token which is 
redeemable only in trade and only 
at a single business establish¬ 
ment, and for which change in 
lawful money is not given, is not in 
our opinion in violation of those 
statutes. 

“If, however,” she continues, 
“there is any element of being 
redeemable wholly or partially in 
cash or of being usable in lieu of 
cash at a number of business 
establishments, or if in fact such a 
token may be used for widespread 
purchases of goods or services, 
there may be a violation of these 
statutes. Such violation attaches 
to the maker of the coin as well as 
the sponsor. 

During the period in question 
the Treasury general counsel 
specifically cautioned gaming 
casinos utilizing chips and chip 
manufacturers that although 
private use within the casino was 
within the strictures of the law, 
subsequent use of the token might 
result in violation of statute. 

It is possible that such tokens 
might circulate as money and their 
production and use would be pro¬ 
hibited under the applicable 
statutes, the opinion said. 

“For example,” he continued, 
“there could be a violation of 
statute if the tokens were used in

vending machines in the casinos, 
for the payment of other casino ex¬ 
penses, or used interchangeably in 
several casinos. 

“The same would be true if mer¬ 
chants received the token in ex¬ 
change for merchandise, and the 
change in United States money 
were given. Assuredly,” he stated 
emphatically, “at this point the 
production and passing of these 
tokens as money would be pro¬ 
hibited by sections 486 and 491.” 

In short, the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment was pointing out cir¬ 
cumstances such as those current¬ 
ly reported which were in violation 
of the law and could result in the 
government initiating an investiga¬ 
tion and possible legal action 
through the Justice Department, 
according to then Mint counsel M. 
L. Lonkay. 

Lonkay reaffirmed Miss Adams’ 
declaration as recently as two 
years in a memorandum to Mint 
Director Stella Hackel (Sims) dated 
Nov. 20, 1978. 

Directed specifically to the 
question of the circulation of gam¬ 
ing tokens, Lonkay cited the con¬ 
stitutional basis of such preclu¬ 
sion. “The right to coin money is 
vested exclusively in the federal 
government by the Constitution Ar¬ 
ticle I, Section 8, Clause 5, pro¬ 
vides that ‘Congress shall have 
power...to coin money, (and) 
regulated the value thereof,” while 
Section 10 of the same article 
states ‘No State shall...coin 
money.’ 

“The plenary authority so 
granted to the federal government 
necessarily implies that Congress, 
in the words of the Supreme Court, 
has the power ‘to restrain, by 
suitable enactments, the circula¬ 
tion as money of any notes (or 
coins) not issued under its own 
authority,” Lonkay wrote. 

“Without this power, indeed, it 
attempts to secure a sound and 
uniform system for the country 
must be futile.” according to the 
1884 finding in “Juilliard versus 
Greenman ” 

The statutory prohibitions derive 
from the Constitution mandate, 


designed primarily to insure that 
there will be a single coinage 
system in the United States, accor¬ 
ding to the Mint counsel. 

This is to insure that “within the 
United States...no privately issued 
coins will circulate in competition 
with those issued by the federal 
government”, he continued. 

The relevent statutes prohibit 
passing of any object intended to 
be used as money, whether such 
devices are of original design or 
whether they resemble U.S. coins. 

Casino chips are legal as long 
as their use is confined to the issu¬ 
ing casino, the law states. 
However, the indiscriminate use 
among businesses of New 
Jersey’s gambling town is contrary 
to federal law. 

An Atlantic City waitress, 
however, points out one possible 
benefit of accepting the chips as 
tips. “I’ve had luck with them” at 
the casinos, she said.

states won top honors at many na¬ 
tional conventions, including the 
ANAs shows. He served several 
years as the New Jersey ANA 
district representative and was 
named a “Numismatic Am¬ 
bassador” in recognition of his 
travels as an exhibitor, speaker 
and promoter of coin collecting. 

A registered civil engineer, Mr. 
Pasvolsky was a native of Russia. 
He began to devote full time to his 
hobby when he was well past 60, 
following his retirement from the 
U.S. Army as a major. 

GSNA initiated the fund with a 
$500 contribution, hoping that this 
would serve as an inspiration and 
incentive to other organizations 
and individuals who knew 
Pasvolsky. It is hoped that an en¬ 
tire section of the library can be 
reserved as a memorial to this late 
numismatist. 

The GSNA contribution will 
underwrite the cost of a starter 
unit. Add-on units will cost $222 
each and the units purchased as a 
memorial to Pasvolsky will bear a 
plaque acknowledging the con¬ 
tribution. Those wishing to con¬

Those who made the trip to 
Toms River added to the communi¬ 
ty’s economy by having to use 
local hotels and restaurants before 
making the return trip to New York. 
Much of the local commerce was 
carried out with the exchange of 
local scrip and tokens, things that 
would be treasured later by collec¬ 
tors. 

Fortunately, not all of the scrip 
was in perishable paper, but was 
made of much sturdier stuff, such 
as metal. That increases the 
chances of finding and recovering 
items of the past. 

While Dewey has found tokens 
issued by Nite Owl Taxi, Toms 
River, and Flo’s Diner, Beach 
Haven, the heart of his numismatic 
endeavor is his notes and 
photographs of what others have 
and collect. An active collector in 
his early days, the acquisition and 
ownership of coins gave way to 
pure research. 

Unlike the collector who must 
own things to be satisfied, Dewey, 
an accomplished photographer, is 
happy with taking pictures of 
items of the past and writing about 
them. 

He lives with his second wife, 
Genevieve - the sister of his first 
wife who died in 1976 - in 
Crestwood Village.

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America’s Great Coin Sculptor 



Augustus Saint-Gaudens, the 
famous sculptor, was born in 
Dublin, Ireland in 1848. He moved 
with his family to the United States 
during his infancy, settling around 
New York City. He was later ap¬ 
prenticed as a youth to a New York 
cameo cutter. He studied for a 
time under Jouffroy at the National 
Academy of Design and thereafter 
became recognized widely for his 
artistic talents. 

Saint-Gaudens is most often 
remembered for his famous works: 
“Lincoln” (in 1887), now in Lincoln 
Park in Chicago, and “Farragut” in 
Madison Square Garden, New York 
City. He first caught President 
Theodore Roosevelt’s attention 
when his work “General Sherman” 
received the highest honors at the 
Paris Exposition of 1900. 

In January, 1905, August Saint- 
Gaudens was summoned to 
Washington to advise our govern¬ 
ment on “How to maintain beauty 
in the Capital City.” Washington 
was a bustling city of horse drawn 
carriages in those days, and com¬ 
pletely filled with the statesmen of 
a prospering nation. 

President Theordore Roosevelt 
had just been elected to a second 
term and was about to be in¬ 
augurated into office. In the presi¬ 
dent’s honor, a special banquet 
was held...to which Saint-Gaudens 
was invited. Fortunately for 
Americans, the guest seating plac¬ 
ed the famous sculptor close to 
the president which enabled him 
to speak with Roosevelt at some 
length. These men struck up a 
friendship easily since one of 
Roosevelt’s favorite interests was 
art. 

Undoubtedly, their conversa-

tions included America’s desire to 
build a Panama Canal and other 
topics of the day. Soon, however, 
Theodore Roosevelt talked about 
Greek works of art with Saint- 
Gaudens, which was one of his 
favorite subjects. Roosevelt had 
long admired Greek coinage of the 
4th and 5th centuries and had 
hoped someday to improve the im¬ 
ages on our nation’s coinage. 
Saint-Gaudens explained that the 
reason for the success of the early 
Greek designs was their use of 
“high relief” techniques (ex¬ 
cessively concave surfaces.) 

Teddy Roosevelt was very im¬ 
pressed by the sculptor’s 
knowledge. So much so, that he 
decided to give the artist a com¬ 
mission to start work on his in¬ 
augural medal. By early July, 1905, 
the presidential medal was com¬ 
pleted and sent to Mr. Roosevelt 
for approval. Roosevelt was over¬ 
joyed with the design and commis¬ 
sioned Saint-Gaudens to produce 
two new coin designs for our coun¬ 
try’s $10 and $20 gold pieces. He 
told the artist to produce “images 
in keeping with the image of a 
great nation.” 

Controversy began from the mo¬ 
ment the president and Saint- 
Gaudens agreed that the new 
designs would be struck in “high 
relief” similar to the issues of the 
early Greeks. The United States 
Mint had long opposed the produc¬ 
tion of any coin in “high relief” 
because of the numerous produc¬ 
tion problems such designs would 
cause. Then numerous letters 
began to flow between the mint 
engraver, Charles Barber, and 
Saint-Gaudens, renowned artist. 

If one read these letters today, 
he could easily detect the “pride 
testing” to which each artisan sub¬ 
jected the other. Both men believ¬ 
ed they were working for the na¬ 
tion’s good, which obviously could 
only be served by strict adherence 
to their personal desires. Barber 
felt he must keep the designs well 
within established guidelines in 
order to insure acceptable produc¬ 
tion efficiencies. Saint-Gaudens 


was trying to break with some old 
traditions in order to give America 
coin designs unequaled in our na¬ 
tion’s history. And, intermingled 
between these men, was Teddy 
Roosevelt, interested in shaping 
the final coin designs in keeping 
with his personal tastes. 

The skirmishes continued with 
some frequency. At one point, 
even Treasury Secretary Shaw got 
into the middle of the letter flurry. 
However, Shaw did not dare op¬ 
pose the president’s directives 
openly, and simply decided to let 
Saint-Gaudens proceed with his 
designs and postpone production 
testing or comments until the end. 
All of these situations delayed 
final production of the Saint- 
Gauden’s design until 1907. Unfor¬ 
tunately, the artist died just before 
the final release of his famous 
gold coins. 

When the gold coins were 
released, open controversy came 
from Congress because the first 
issues lacked the words “In God 
We Trust”...which were left off at 
Roosevelt’s direction. A Congres¬ 
sional Act of 1908 restored these 
words in prompt fashion. 



The coin above is one of the 
most pleasing designs ever ac¬ 
complished as attested to by 
numismatists everywhere. It has 
repeatedly been acclaimed as 
“America’s most beautiful coin.” 
Had it not been for Saint-Gauden’s
